SHOOTING A SALMON. 

ft Was Mighty Exciting Evan if the 
Fish Did Escape. 

Uncle Ben Btowd was one of the 
earliest settlers in Oregon. He was an 
Intelligent man with a keen sense of 
humor, and his tales of pioneer days 
always drew an Interested audience. 
This story is one of the most popular: 

“There used to be lots of Indians on 
the Rogue river when I came here. 
And they sometimes did mighty queer 
things. There is a place above Gold 
Hill called the Dardanelles, where the 
river rushes between steep rocks, with 
l big, quiet pool below. 

"I was camped at the Dardanelles in 
’53, and one. evening a packer came 
nlong, going south. An Indian was 
there with his canoe. He’d been sitting 
on a stone for an hour or more with 
out moving, watching the big salmon 
that kept shooting out of the pool, up¬ 
ending like a stick of cord wood and 
then plunging back into the water. No 
doubt he was thinking how good a 
steak off one of those salmon would 
taste. The packer soon made a bar¬ 
gain with the Indian to take him over 

“The Indian piled most of the pack 
In the front of the canoe and took his 
sent in the middle. The white man sat 
behind and towed his horse at the end 
of a lariat. The packer had an old. fat 
barreled, sawed off musket, called a 
‘yauger,’ that the Indian laid across 
the pack in front of him. Halfway 
across be stopped paddling and squint¬ 
ed down into the water. He saw a 
monster salmon right under the canoe. 
Grunting ‘Skookum salmon!* he drop¬ 
ped the paddle and, grabbing up the 
yauger, rammed it into the water up 
to the locks, took aim and discharged it. 

“1 guess he didn’t know that he 
couldn’t blow a hole in the Rogue river 
with a gun without startling results 
The canoe turned over like a flash 
Pieces of the old yauger went twenty 
feet Into the air. The Indian and the 
white man both disappeared. Present¬ 
ly the packer came up and began to 
swim around, trying to collect his 
goods, sputtering and making severely 
critical remarks about Indians in gen 
eral. 

“The Indiain didn’t come up for some 
time. When he did It was near the 
foot of the pool. His face was covered 
with blood. In two plunges he made 
shore on the other side of the foot of 
the rapids, rushed up the bank and 
stopped a moment to brush the wet 
hair hurriedly out of his eyes. Then, 
with one dazed look in my direction, he 
exclaimed, ‘Hoosh, boosh!’ and dived 
into the brush. He must have thought 
that the salmon or the gun or the river 
was bewitched, for I never saw him 
again on Rogue river. So far as I 
know, the salmon was uninjured.”— 
Youth’s Companion.

And How a. Man Gained an 
Advantage by Its Coming.

It was in the state of Kansas that 
the greut bank robbery occurred in 
189—. and three men, Tom Gallagher. 
Mike Farragh and a man commonly 
known as Colorado Jim, were con¬ 
victed. 

The day after the crime was com¬ 
mitted Donald Redfield was walking 
on a street in Topeka when he was 
taken in hand by a sheriff on a charge | 
of being one of the bank robbers. At 
first he smiled at the mistake that 
was being made, but it was not long 
before he became thoroughly fright [ 


jned. 

Several persons who from windows 
opposite the bank had got a good view 
of the robbers swore that he was 
the leader of the gang, and later he 
was identified as Tom Gallagher, a des¬ 
perado who had for some time strick¬ 
en terror into the people of Kansas. 

Redfield had but recently moved to 
the state with his wife and two little

children and found It difficult to prove 
to a jury representing an enraged 
people that lie was not Gallagher, 
whom he very much resembled. The 
consequence was that he was convicted 
of the crime and hurried away to the 
state penitentiary. Ilis parting with 
his wife and children was so affecting 
thiit some doubted if after all be was 
a guilty man. 

There was certain work to be done 
outside the prison inclosure, and Red 
field, who hail been an inmate of the 
institution for several years, with an 
excellent record for good behavior, 
was chosen as one of the gang of la 
borers. Nevertheless, though the.\ 
were all men picked for their tractable 
dispositions, prison officials stood over 
them with loaded firearms ready to 
shoot any man who might attempt to 
escape 

Donald Redfield. working with a 
pick, ceasing his efforts for a moment’s 
rest, straightened up and saw a strange 
conformation of clouds in the west, 
ilis fellow convicts were all bent over 
their work, the guards did not dare 
take their eyes from the prisoners for 
a moment. The consequence was that 
he was the only person present who 
saw coming one of those cyclones that 
have occasionally visited the state 
of Kansas. The sound it made did not 
travel so much faster than the wind as 
to give a warning, but Redfield had 
time to look about him for means of 
protection. A few yards from him was 
a sudden drop in the ground forming 
a perpemlicldnr bank some two feet 
high. lie resolved to throw himself 
under this projection. 

The other prisoners and the guards 
were taken completely unawares and 
were scattered, for they were caught 
in the direc t line of the cyclone. Red¬ 
field by hugging the bank managed to 
maintain his position. The hurricane 
was of short duration, and when it had 
passed he saw several of the prisoners, 
who had been blown against some ob¬ 
stacle or were running in different di¬ 
rections. Not one of the guards was 
visible All was confusion, and he 
realized that for a brief time he would 
be free to make his way as far as he 
could from the prison. 

Since confusion was likely to be bis 
greatest aid be darted off in the wake 
of the storm. There was no mistaking 
the path, for it had leveled every stand¬ 


ing ooject in a swath about 300 feet 
wide. There was not much hope for 
the fugitive on account of his stripes 
But seeing a man in a nightshirt stand¬ 
ing near the wreck of a house—an in¬ 
valid who had been In bed when the 
storm came- he divested himself of his 
prison garb and ran on with it under 
his arm. preferring to get rid of it as 
soon as he should come to a good hid¬ 
ing place, for a man in his undercloth¬ 
ing and divested of stripes would be 
very suggestive of an escaped prisoner. 

Thick clouds were swirling above in 
the path of the storm, and It was 
growing dark Stumbling on. Redfield. 
crossing a heap of timbers that a short 
while before had been a house, tram¬ 
pled upon something softer than wood. 
Glancing at it. he saw the body of » 
man whose face had been so disfig 
ured as to be unrecognizable, it flash¬ 
ed upon Redfield that if he could 
change clothes with this corpse his 
chances of escape would be greatly im 
proved. Looking about him, he could 
distinguish only a few people, and they 
were absorbed In their own efforts. 
He managed to get coat, waistcoat and 
trousers off the corpse and. without 
stopping to put them on, set about 
drawing his striped garments on to the 
dead man. Some time was needed to 
effect the exchange, since the body 
was partly covered with heavy tim 
bers. which were removed with diffi 
culty. 

However, when the fugitive had fin¬ 
ished the work he ran on with the 
clothes he had obtained on his arm till 
he reached a clump of trees, which he 
entered and put them on.

put a long distance between him and 
the penitentiary; therefore it behooved 
him to go on. 

He did not overestimate the energy 
of the prison officials, for he had not 
gone a quarter of a mile when, hear 
ing distant shouts, he turned and saw 
a clump of lights flashing in his eyes 
It was too soon after the storm for a 
rescue party to have collected; such 
rapidity could only have come from 
the prison. Satisfied fhat it would be 
better to employ strategem rather than 
attempt to outrun these persons, he 
looked about for a place of conceal¬ 
ment. He was near a house that had 
been spun around, its front door fac¬ 
ing a yard that had been in its rear. 
It had been partly wrecked, and the 
fugitive crawled in under some lower 
timbers, drawing a post over him to 
indicate that it had fallen on him. 

Having thus prepared to play dead 
man, he waited iu his uncomfortable 
position under the timber which he 
would make others believe had killed 
him. The voices came near, and the 
party at last tackled the house in 
which Redfield was lying with a view 
to saving any person iu it who might 
still be alive. They were, as he had 
supposed, the prison officials looking 
for escaping prisoners, but they had 
been joined by several persons who 
1 were bent on rescue work. Redfield 
had taken the precaution to lie on his 
face so that he must lie turned over for 
it to be exposed. 

“Here’s a corpse!” called a voice that 
he recognized ns that of the warden 
of the prison. “You fellows look into 
it. We must move on.” 

The warden’s footsteps died away, 
and Redfield knew that another light 
was turned upon him. Then the tim- 
! her was lifted off him, and he felt a 
; hand laid over his heart. 

“Bring some liquor,” cried a voice, 
j “This man isn’t dead. We may save 
: him." 

His jaws were pulled open, a flask 
put to his lips and whisky poured 
down his throat. He needed it, but 
not for what the rescuers supposed. It 
' was required to give him strength and 
courage to play his part. Having stim¬ 
ulated him, his rescuers carried him 
| out and laid him on a board, it being 
evident from what they said that he 
I was to await an examination from a 
! surgeon whenever oue could attend to 
him. But there were calls In so many 
directions that one by one his attend¬ 
ants left him for more pressing duties. 

There were by this time so many 
persons about that Redfield concluded 
| that it would be safer for him to tern 
porarily join a rescue party than to 
pursue his flight. Arising from his 
hard bed. he went to the nearest 
wrecked house, where some men with 
lanterns were working, and assisted in 
the removal of several wounded per¬ 
sons. While doing so he heard a man 
say to another: 

“The party we laid on a board to 
wait for a surgeon has disappeared.” 
“Impossible.’’ said the other. 

“Sure as you live. I found a doctor 
| for him. and when we found the place 
where we had left him the board was 
there, but the man was gone. I won¬ 
der if a rescue party came along and. 
! thinking him dead, buried him." 


It was midnight before all tne wreck¬ 
ed houses had been examined and the 
persons engaged in the work dispersed 
and stillness reigned. Then Redfield 
began a tramp that did not end till 
he had reached the Mississippi river, 
where under the name of Jacob Thomp¬ 
son he shipped as deck hand on a steam¬ 
boat bound for New Orleans. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Redfield learned that 
her husband had escaped from im¬ 
prisonment during the cyclone und bis 
body- found under a wrecked building, 
though no one could account for his 
having been there when the house was 
demolished. It was two months after 
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this that she received a letter from her 
husband, dated at Rio de Janeiro, in 
forming her that he was alive and 
well and requesting her to join him 
with the children. 

Keeping the information to herself 
and hiding her joy so far as she could, 
she made her preparations to depart 
and when completed sailed for South 
America, though she made her move¬ 
ment with great secrecy, so that her 
object should not be suspected. 

In the interior of South America is 
living a man who calls himself Old 
field, a prosperous coffee planter, who 
could tell a story that would bring 
requisition papers from the United 
States to take him back to Kansas to 
serve out a term of imprisonment 
But he has grown older and so changed 
in appearance that even were he re¬ 
turned it would be a hard matter to 
identify him So he has long ago 
ceased to fear being disturbed.

Announcement has been made in 
Han Francisco of an appropriation of 
$125,000 to cover the cost of installing 
an alternating current automatic 
block signal system across the famous 
Southern Pacific Lucin cut-off. The 
installation of this alternating current 
will be necessary, it is thought by the 
railroad officials, should any part of 
the present block system become use¬ 
less because of the short circuiting, 
which is a possibility on account of 
the heavy deposits of salt in the vicin¬ 
ity of the Great Salt Lake. 

The proposed work calls for the in¬ 
stallation of the alternating current 
system for a distance of twenty miles 
across the fills in the lake on the east 
side of the long trest le, and for approx¬ 
imately twenty-four miles on the 
west side of the trestle. All the land 
on the west side of the trestle contains 
a large percentage of salt which acts 
as a conductor of electricity and is a 
probable cause of short circuiting, 
which would affect the block system. 

The power for operating the east end 
of this new alternating current sys¬ 
tem will be supplied from the 
Southern Pacific shops at Ogden. A 
special power plant at Lemay, Utah, 
will be built to take care of the west 
end of the alternating system. At 
limes, during storms on Great Salt 
Lake, the water dashes over the fills 
and in some places the pure salt forms 
upon the road bed as much as half an 
inch in thickness. Work on this new 
system will begin shortly and it is ex¬ 
pected to have it in operation within 
about eight months. 

Perhaps the moslextensive and elab¬ 
orate water pagaent and carnival ever 
attempted on the Pacific Coast has 
been planned by Fred Swanton, for 
the summer resort city of Santa Cruz, 
commencing Saturday July 20th and 
ending in a blaze of fire works on Sun¬ 
day, July 28th. Ever since the Casino 
at Santa Cruz closed last fall, Swan- 
ton has been at work on his idea, witli 
the result that all arrangements have 
been completed for a truly remarkable 
nine-day festival, at the popular 
watering place. 

Among the hundred features w hich 
have been prepared in order that the 
water pageant may go down in history 
as a remarkable success, are the fol¬ 
lowing: A yacht regatta to which 
all of the yacht clubs of the Pacific 
Coast have been invited and which 
will be held under the auspices of the 
Corinthian Yacht Club of San Fran¬ 
cisco; a series of motor-boat races on 
San Lorenzo river, along which re¬ 
viewing stations garnered with tlow- 
ers and flags are now in process of 
construction; parades of deeorated 
floats, corresponding to those used in 
New Orleans at Mardi Gras time; 
shell and small boat races; swimming 
contests and nightly displays of fire¬ 
works and flambeaus. 

The presence, during the festivities, 
of several of the largest and finest ves¬ 
sels in the Pacific squadron, has been 
assured. In addition, there will be 
the usual opportunites for unsurpass¬ 
ed surf bathing, dancing every eve¬ 
ning in the Casino, side-trips to the 
Big Trees and through the wonderful 
canyon connecting Santa Cruz with 
the Big Basin country, and other 
feat u res. 

The large and beautiful Hotel Casa 
del Key, recently completed at an ex¬ 
penditure of a tremendous amount of 
money and energy will lake care of part 
of the immense crowd which promises 
to assemble at Santa Cruz during the 
nine days of the water pageant. The 
management of the big hostelry has 
assured the public that there will be 
no advance over their regular rates, 
which are unusually moderate con¬ 
sidering tlie fact that every room in 
the immense building is an outside 
room and is Hooded with daily sun¬ 
shine. The Casa del Rev will accept 
advanced reservations from this date 
until the opening of theearnival. In ad¬ 
dition to the accommodations offered 
by this hotel, the Tent City at Santa 
Cruz is now in full bloom and there 
are many other, though smaller hotels 
and boarding places which afford com¬ 
fortable lodging for a vast host.

Supervisorial district No. 2 of So¬ 
noma county, which has been “wet,” 
went “dry” by a vote of 1636 to 1196. 

California’s oldest State Normal 
School is making extensive prepara¬ 
tions for the celebration of its golden 
jubilee during the week of June 17tb 
to 22d in San Jose. The greatest as¬ 
semblage yet held of its graduates is 
expected. 

The Greater San Francisco idea ap¬ 
pears to have acquired considerable 
popularity with San Francisco citi¬ 
zens, if the fact that 3000 buttons 
were sold in one day at 50 cents per 
button to aid in bringing it into exist¬ 
ence may be taken as an indication. 

Blinn S. Bryant, capitalist with vast 
interests in and around Seattle, and 
15-year-old Georgina Nichols, the 
pretty brunette daughter of Mrs. Geor¬ 
gia Nichols of San Francisco, are be¬ 
ing held at Dunsmuir on a telegraphic 
order from Captain Peters n, chief ol 
the Oakland Detective Bureau. 

For the fifth time within the past 
year the voters of Burlingame defeat¬ 
ed a bond issue for $50,000 for the 
construction of schoolhouses within 
the town limits. At the present time 
there is not a schoolhouse within the 
limits of Burlingame, and it will now 
be necessary to house the children in 
vacant stores or houses. 

As a result of a long and bitter 
fight between the open and closed 
town advocates, gambling was elimi¬ 
nated in Vallejo saloons by a decisive 
vote of close to 2 to 1 in the recent 
election there. The proposed ordi¬ 
nance to increase the saloon license 
from $400 a year to $1000 was defeated 
by more than a 2 to 1 vote. 

Industrial Workers and their sym¬ 
pathizers held a meeting in a vacant 
lot outside the restricted district of 
San Diego. Some of the speakers 
made violent attacks upon the Gov¬ 
ernment and insulting allusions to the 
flag. Detectives and plain clothes men 
were scattered through the crowd, but 
no attempt was made to break up the 
gathering, the “move on” ordinance 
being held not applicable to meetings 
not in the streets.

He touched his helmet and in¬ 
formed her very quietly that for the 
present at least street oratory could 
not he permitted. Taking her arm, he 
escorted her from her improvised ros¬ 
trum. Meanwhile other policemen 
kept the crowd moving. In a few 
moments the attempted demonstra¬ 
tion was at an end. 

According to announcements made 
from semi-official circles the San Jose i 
Board of Supervisors proposes to 
adopt at its next meeting a set of 
regulations which will practically put 
the Santa Clara county roadhouses. I 
which are largely patronized by joy ; 
riders from the bay cities and San 
Jose, out of commission. The plan is [ 
to do away with all dancing by put¬ 
ting on a prohibitive license. Side and j 
family entrances will also be strictly 
under the ban. It is claimed that this 
action comes as the result of a heavy 
prohibition vote at the recent local ' 
option election.
